Several Speeches Given on 
the r.eague of Nations 

Yesterday afternoon at five o'clock 
the men trying out fur the McC.ill 
Intercollegiate debating ream met in 
the Music Room of the Union. There 
wan lime for only si;: speeches: I ho 
ot her debaters will be. heard a I a date 
in be announced later. The McC.ill 
team will then be chosen for the In- 
Icrcollegialc debate to bo held on 
February 2Rth. 

Yesterday's speeches wero to be short 
expositions on either side of the prop- 
osition: "Resolved that the League of 
Nations has Justified its existence"; 
Mr. MacDoi-mot. rs coach of the Mc- 
Olll Literary and Debating Society 
was present to give criticisms and to 
weigh the relative merits of the speak 
ers. This Is the first time that snc-h 
a meeting ha* been held at McGill, 
that is, where candidates for the team 
gather to give short addresses before 
one appointed to dotermlne which of 
them shnll make the team. Of the 
six speeches given yesterday, It may 
bo observed, only one was against 
the League of Nations. 

The first speaker, Lloyd or Arts '25, 
gave a resume of conditions in Eu- 
rope, as seen by the average- man — a 
picture of ' ruin and desolation. The 
existence of these cohditions Lloyd 
admitted, but he said that he wanted 
to show that the League bad really 
been achieving its purpose by prevent- 
ing wars, several' cases which he 
enumerated and briefly commented 
on. Treaties no longer arc made 
secretly, as was the former practice: 
One important aspect of the League 
of Nations which is ofton overlooked

Than to Squeeze the 
Gate

Fielding II. Yo.il snys thai the Uni- 
versity of Michigan has come to tho 
point, where the profits front Its ath- 
letic contests arc no longer sufficient 
to pay for nil of the equipment ne- 
cessary to carry on the program of 
athletics and physical exercise which 
the new Ideals of Intramural sports 
demand. Mr, Yost says that thn 
university must receive help from 

I some outside source to carry on its 
program. There are two possible 
contributors, the state mid the al- 
umni of the institut ion. 

Illinois has apparently come lo the 
same conclusion. Both the slate le- 
gislature and the alumni have contri- 
buted to the iwo structures which 
will be tho center of the llllni nth- 
lclic program in future years, the 
stadium and the new gymnasium. 
The legislature has enough of a bur- 
den to carry, without the athletic sys- 
tem. Athletics are worthy of 'just aa 
much support as the strictly aca- 
demic portions of the University, btlt 
the academic subjects have a prior 
claim. They have been supported 
by the state, as the nucleus of the 
University for fifty years. Appro- 
priations for the purposes of assuring 
that tho student body keeps in good 
health by providing sufficient facili- 
ties for exercise came much later. 
So it looks UU» th« alumni will have 
to lie depended upon in the future, 
as they îiave been in the past,' for 
part of the support necessary to the 
Illinois athletic system. 

Why should not athletics pay for 
themselves? Simply this: When ath- 
letics are run with a tendency to reap 
the grcti'.t-st financial profit, they are 
most open to abuses which somo per- 
sons charge are really creeping into 
American athletics namely profes- 
KionoJIsm and the subsidizing of ath- 

j letes. With financial loss assumln? 

jsuch dangerous proportions there is 

I a temptation to the coach or even 
to the college authorities to let these- 
evilp creep In. with the Idea of win- 
ning at any cost, that, the gale re- 
ceipts may not drop off. 

Illinois always tries to turn nut 
winning teams. But Illinois coaches 
never have to worry about gate re- 
ceipts. So long as their teams play a 
clean game and a hard gome, they 
ore satisfied tlui- they have done their 
iluty. Losing a. game means that the 
Illinois mot a heller loam. It. has 
nothing to .lo with the box-office. 

This is the only method by which 
college athletics can be kept straight. 
Any attempt to make sport a 
money maker leads inevitably to a 
commercial atmosphere which Is rte- 
trimemu to true sportsmanship. It 
Is all right for sports to be self sup- 
porting, but Mi'. Yost is right when 
he says that ir is belter to seek out- 
side aid than lo attempt to squeeze 
the gate iit the college athletic con- 
tests.

We are 
bound to pay a proportionate share 
towaids the upkeep of this students' 
club whether we intend to life it or 
not and wc do so on paying the uni- 
versal fee. It was not always so. 
For the first few years of Its exis- 
tence n student desiring to join, paid 
a fee of ten dollars. All students Old 
not join the Ur.lon any more than they 
did the local Y.M.C.A. IJndor this 
system many abuses arose and, in ad- 
dition, there was considerable finan- 
cial embarrassment. Consequently a 
universal fee was imposed, a fee of 
three dollars which is included in tho, 
Universal twelve diiUnr fee. The 
same applies to the Daily. It was 
originally subscribed to by the Indivi- 
dual, the charge being cither two dol- 
lars, or fwo-fifly. At present one 
dollar and fifty' cents of the, twelve 
dollars Is apportioned to it. The Un- 
dergraduate Societies are likewise 
supported through this fee. one dollar 
being the share. Whether or not 
there was ever an option regntdin.ç tho 
Socioties I do not know hut the fact 
remains that It is required now re- 
gardless of tho individual wish. So, 
the principle involved is not a new 
one, but rather a widening of its 
application. 

The fl v e dolUr fee proposed would 
entitle each student to a. season ticket 
giving admittance to all college games. 
That the attendance at such games 
would be increased seems highly pro- 
bable. But in no way erould the stu- 
dest be compelled to attend the games
